“t? State bank at Havelock, the Trol- 
Wy State bank, Trolley, and the First 
State bank at Greene. 

In most cases the farmers, the chief 
borrowers, were unable to meet their 
notes held by the banks. According to 
F. W. Cathro, director general of the 
Bank of North Dakota, the state could 
have paid its whole mortgage indebted- 
ness if the values current in the mar- 
kets early this season had held until 
its close. 

There were crop failures in parts of 
the state and then loans which had 
been made on the basis of high priced 
farm products were “insufficiently se- 
cured ” when those products dropped in 
value.

A coroner’s jury yesterday thus bit- 
terly scored Marcus Brumberg, Har- 
ris and Lawrence Jorgensen, and Mi- 
chael J. Cox, the companions of Maree 
Ramey and Lillian Thompson, act- 
resses, Whose bodies were found in 
Grant park a week ago. 

As Deputy Coroner Webster read the 
long verdict, which painted the four 
boys as the vicious attackers of the 
defenseless, intoxicated women, beating 
and maltreating them until they "Were 
unable to stand and then deserting 
them, Many women in the inquest 


rooms, friends and relatives of te’ 
boys, broke out crying. 
Attorney Benedict J. Short. repre- 


senting the Jorgensen brothers and 
Brumberg, had agsured the mothers 
and sisters of the boys that they had 
done nothing criminal. The boys ap- 
parently were the least affected. They 
tried to quiet the women. 


Cox Tells His Story. 


Only one witness testified at the in- 
quest, which was reopened followiog 
the arrest of Michael] J. Cox, the ship 
cook, who was brought to Chicago 
Sunday. None of the three boys wou!ld 
take the Stand, but Cox made no objec. 
tion. Answering questions by Coroner 
Peter M. Hoffman, Cox told in detail 
of the ride with the girls and how they 
had been left on the lake front. 
Cox, also known as James McCarthy, 
said he met the two women on the 
street before the other three men came | 
along in the automobile. He said both 
were intoxicated, and that Lillian 
Thompson fell to the sidewalk while 
he was talking to them. He hailed the 
machine, he said, to take them to their 
liome, but they couldn’t remember the 
ss. The party drove through 
Grant park in an effort to sober them 
up. He denied they visited any cab- 
arets, or that the women were attacked. 
He said they all got out of the ma- 
chine in Grant park, and that the girls 
were unable to get back into the car. 
Then, he said, when one of the party 
suggested driving the girls around a 
while longer, one of the men replied: 
" Aw, let them lay there! Let’s drive 
on. A policeman will find ’em in a 
little while.” «The men then drove 
away, he saic. 


Finding of Jurors. 


The jury found that the girls had 
come to their death from alcoholism 
and exposure. It recommended that 
the police make a diligent search for 
the persons who sold or gave the girls 
the liquor which made them intoxi- 
cated, and that these persons be 
ee to the fullest extent of the

jected to abuse, indecent assault, and 
Violence at the hands of Harris and 
Lawrence Jorgensen, Marcus Brum- 
berg, and Michael J. Cox, being rough- 
ly handled and maltreated.

A 35 per cent drop in the price of 


shoes was predicted yesterday by L. H. 


D. Weld, head of the department of 
commercial research of Swift & Co., ai 
the reopening of the packing house 
employés’ wage hearing before “ederal 
Judge Samuel Alschuler, wage arbiter. 

Mr. Weld, however, refused to hold 
out hope for a material decrease in the 
cost of meats. ‘ 

“The main reason for this,” he said, 
“is that the price of by-products has 
slumped. A year ago a 100 pound 
lamb supplied by-products which sold 
for $14. Today these products sell for 

Mr. Weld said many retailers have 
failed to give their customers the bene- 
fit of the decreases. 


Packers Claim Prices are Down. 


The hearings were reopened as the 
result of claims by the packers that 
prices have declined and that the con- 
dition of the packing business does not 
warrant an increase. The workers had 
appealed for a straight increase of 
twelve and one-half cents an hour, for 
all employés. 

Statistics were introduced by the 
packers to show that there was a down- 
ward trend in both wages and prices. 

Mr. Weld pointed out that business 
throughout the United States was on 
the decline. Textile plants, he said, 
were. working on a 60 per cent basis, 
while woolen mills are confined to 50 
per cent production. He presented fig- 
ures from 879 industrial plants in vari- 
ous sections. 

Wages and Hours Reduced. 

Of these plants five had increased 
wages, 154 showed no change, 436 had 
reduced forces, 228 reduced the num- 
ber of working hours, and 186 reduced 
wages mainly by hiring new employés 
In some cases both 

and wages were reduced. 

oa Chicago, Weld said, there has 
been an average decrease in the cost 
of food of 10 per cent in the last year, 
and 13 per cent in the last ninety days. 
Clothing has decreased 28 per cent in 
ninety days, according to his figures. 
Many other cities, he said, show larger 
decreases. 

As an example of lower prices, Mr. 
Weld quoted the price of wholesale 
raw coffee, which had dropped from 
24 cents a poun® to 8 cents.
